in her modest Provo 
apartment. “The size denotes 
aristocracy. My family is of 
royal blood, so my ancestors 
wore very small puka shell 
necklaces. The smaller the 
shell, the more power one 
had.” 

Miss Loando likes to go to 
the beaches and gather the 


shells she is going to use in 


her necklaces. She says this is 
typical among Hawaiians 
because “‘it makes the jewelry 
seem more personal.” Miss 
Loando says the best puka

shells can be found on white 
sand beaches and the best of 
these beaches are on the 
island of Oahu. 

“Puka shells are actually 
cone shells that have been 
washed up on the beaches,” 
explains Miss Loando, ‘‘and 
due to the wear and tear of 
the sea, the tops of the cone 
shells fall off and this makes 
them perfect for stringing.” 

Miss Loando has made 
about 15 puka shell necklaces 
and says that they are 
relatively easy to make. “You 
have to use nylon string to 
make the necklaces. This will

islands. She said, “I can’t 
believe how much a necklace 
costs here in Provo. I saw one : 
at a store downtown that 
wants $18.00! In Hawaii they 
sell for about $8.00: I can’t 
believe that people would pay 
so much for something that’s 
not made very well. The ones 
found in Hawaii are made to 
last.” : 

Miss Loando really enjoys 
making puka shell necklaces. 
Who knows where all of this 
will end: Georgiana Loando 
knows. “Probably around the 
neck,” she smiles, “cand isn’t 
that a logical place?”

When asked if ASBYU 
could get a teacher dismissed, 
Henrie replied, “‘sure we 
could.” 

Though the council is free 
to originate and implement 
its own ideas, four advisors 
work full-time with the help 
of a graduate assistant in 
advisory capacities. 


Advisor to council 

According to Whitaker, 
who serves as an advisor as 
well as coordinator of student 
activities, the advisors’ goals 
are two-fold: “To help the 
student officers provide the 
best activity programs for the 
students and to provide 
leadership training for those 
working in student 
government.” 

They inform the officers of 
what has been done in the 
past, what has and hasn’t 
worked, check on problems 
and suggest alternatives, 
Whitaker explains. 

“The advisors do have the 
power to veto a proposal, but 
hardly use it,” he says. 

Some projects are 
resurrected year after year, 
but he feels that: it is 
important that the officers 


are able to make their own 
decisions. 

“Tve seen officers propose 
projects that have failed in 
the past,” he says. “After I 
explain what has happened, if 
they still feel strongly about 
it, they'll go ahead with the 
program.”’ 

For instance, a past council 
allotted money for a film 
describing ASBYU and met 
with failure. Yet last year’s 
group voted $2600 to 
produce a movie. This year, it 
was completed within the 
budget and the time schedule 
that had been established. 

“‘Our philosophy as 
advisors is that we shouldn’t 
JUSE <Sit-<imes Oun= Offices’ 
Whitaker states. ‘“‘We should 
be out helping, so we have to 
be up to date on everything 
that’s going on.” 


ASBYU and administration 

Whitaker reports to Curt 
Wynder, assistant director of 
the Wilkinson Center; Wynder 
reports to Lyle Curtis, 
assistant dean of student life; 
and director of the Wilkinson 
Center; Curtis reports to 
Elliott Cameron, dean of 
student life and assistant to 
the president; and Cameron 
reports to Pres. Dallin Oaks.

ASBYU input to the 
administration, according to 
Whitaker, occurs weekly in a 
luncheon meeting. The 
president and executive vice 
president discuss current 
problems with Cameron, 


Curtis, Wynder and Whitaker. 


“Though Bob (Henrie) 
doesn’t have regularly 
scheduled meetings with Pres. 
Oaks, he could go to him 
directly any time he wanted,” 
Whitaker maintains. 

He explains, however, that 
this usually isn’t necessary. 
Most questions about 
university policy can be 
answered by Dean Cameron 
or Whitaker. 


Help student problems 
““Most student problems 
can be handled at the ASBYU 


level,’ Whitaker says. ‘“‘When’ 


students go to the dean, he 
usually sends them back to 
us; it’s much smarter to start 
on the fourth floor (of the 
EEWC).2 

Those involved in student 
government decry the 
stereotype that its workers 
are “socs.”’ 

“T don’t think those who 


work on the fourth floor are 
so different than any other 
student, states--Mrs. 
MoEntire. “Phey are 
generally gregarious and work 
well with people.” 

She has observed that some 
are looking for good 
references on’ resumes. and 


some just like to hang around

“The Carillon is one of the 
first Centennial projects 
produced,” says Dr. Lorin F. 
Wheelwright, assistant to 
President Dallin Oaks and 
director of the Centennial 
Committee. “The plans for 
the tower were considered 
many months in advance. It is 
the major symbol of our 
Centennial Year.” 

Bell tuners of the ET. 
Verdin Company from 
Cincinnati, Ohio make many 
trips each day up the 90-step 
spiral staircase to their 
precarious perch among the 
bells. 

“Make sure you bring a 
wide angle lens,’’ says 
Richard M. Watson, director 
of the company. ‘‘You can’t 
stand back to get a good 
picture. That first step is a 
long way down,” he says 
while adjusting one of the 
pinions which connect the 
bells with the playing 
console. 


Console 


Just below the bells in a 
small room is a wooden 
apparatus which looks 
somewhat like the console of 
a pipe organ. There are pedals 
which are played with the 
feet like the organ and above 
them are wooden dowls 
about the diameter of the end 
of a broom stick which are 
the keys. 

“These pedals duplicate 
this bottom octave played by 
the hands,” says Watson as he 
pushes one of the pedals. 
“When the pinions are 
connected to the bells, all 
these dowls will go up. To 
play them you have to push 
down.” Watson demonstrates 
the technique of playing the 
Keys, using his thumbs as well 
as his fourth and fifth fingers 
together. “They are like a 
piano,” he says, “You can 
play louder by pushing them 
harder.”

Monday Magazine Book Review 


Lord, when saw we 


thee ahungered? 


Arthur Simon, Bread for the 
World. Paulist Press, New 
York, 1975 Paperback—$1.50

“Sir, ?’m hungry!’ pleaded 
a five-year-old boy in Addis 
Abada, Ethiopia. 

“‘He had approached 
Bernard Confer and Leslie 
Weber, both Lutheran 
executives engaged in world 
relief. They turned, and as 
Weber tells it, ‘I had no doubt 
about his being hungry. He 
wore a single cloth garment 
and his eyes bulged. I reached 
into my pocket and gave him 
a coin. Soon there were other 
children and my Ethiopian 
money was gone, My friend 
Conger commented, “You 
have helped these children 
today, but who will help 

’ them tomorrow?’ ” ” 

In 1975, Arthur Simon, 
executive director of Bread 
for the World, published 
Bread for the World. He splits 
the book into three major 
arguments: millions are 
presently starving, the U.S. 
MWS Co Wao tT KeeO) ani 
international basis to 
successfully combat the 
problem, and the ordinary 
citizen can _ significantly 
contribute to forming U.S. 
policy toward the problem. 

The statistics of death 
related to malnutrition are 
staggering. Simon claims that 
460 million persons are 
“‘permanently hungry” at 
present with “‘more than 70 
million additional mouths to 
feed each year.”’ 

Yet, as Simon points out, 
Waste and= unequal 
distribution are widespread. 


lfood distribution, 


A New York supermarket in 
the spring of 1975 sold 
potatoes at 9 cents a pound, 
french fries at 15 cents a 
pound, and potato chips at 
$1.80 a pound. The last two 
items cost more and have less 
nutritional value than the 
whole potatoes. 

Simon cites more injustice: 
“*Peru’s anchovy fish-meal 
industry, the largest in the 
world, manufactures 
high-protein flour not for 
hungry Puervians, but for 
shipments to Europe and the 
United States where it feeds 
livestock.” Presently the U.S. 
consumes almost 50% of the 


world’s resources while 
containing only 6% of the 
population. 


Simon asserts that 
international cooperation in 
decreasing waste, increasing 
food production, equalizing 
and 
controlling population will 
solve the problem. 


Finally, Simon assures the 
reader he can do much. He 
suggests writing political 
leaders, participating in Bread 
for the World lobbies, and 
organizing citizen study 
groups. “We usually get the 
kind of leadership we ask 
for. .. and if we ask for none, 
that is what we can expect.” 
Hence, if we don’t ask 
government to act on the 
matter, it simply will not. 


Despite’ Simon’s idealism, 
his book is not without flaw. 
The author’s appeal to birth 
control as a world panacea is 
stereotyped and unoriginal. 
The real problem is simply 
that one man has “that which 
iS--aD0.V.e <anvo thetse:

Simon warns, ““What kind 
of future, what judgment of 
God, do we invite if we fail to 
move in this direction?” For 
most people, such a plea 
would be feeble and unable 


to stimulate the needed 
sacrifice. Who would willingly 
give up any of his affluence, 
comfort, or security, honestly 
earned, merely to help 
Others? Perhaps T.S. Eliot 
accurately predicted

n> hise-artrcele “The 
Behavioral Heresy” in last

We can neither divide the 
efforts of an individual from 
the Spirit who works in him, 
nor behavior modification 
from the modification of 
inner motives and desires.
